The Life of the Gilded Youths of 
Great Britain. 

FADS OF MODERN SYBARITES. 


They Surround Themselves With the 

Highest Products of Civilization and 

Make Idols of Their Bodies, These 

Twentieth Century Epicures. 

In a case that came before the bank¬ 
ruptcy court recently the debtor, a 
young man in the early twenties, gave 
in his accounts an item of £6,000 
which, he said, was the amount he had 
lost ow’ing to the compulsory sale of 
the furniture in his flat. The original 
cost of the furniture in question is left 
to the imagination. The truth is that 
our “golden lads” do themselves re¬ 
markably well (to use their own ex¬ 
pression) and think that nothing in the 
world is too good for them. We are 
always reading in the papers allusions 
to the luxury and extravagance of wo¬ 
men of the smart wrnrld. Now and 
then w r e may come across some refer¬ 
ence to the elaboration of self indul¬ 
gence in which the young men of our 
wealthy class luxuriate. Some years 
since we had a description of the 
wardrobe of a New York “dude.” It 
Appeared in an American paper, and 
much of it had been communicated by 
the young man himself, especially 
some information as to the prices of 
the garments he affected. Not long 
after a paragraph went the round of 
the papers about a certain Italian poet 
and the little comforts with which he 
loved to surround himself. They were 
described as in no way inferior to 
those of the New York young man. It 
is not alone in England that the dandy 
surrounds himself with the highest 
products of civilization and makes a 
god of his body. 

The luxury of a woman of fashion 
pales almost to insignificance when 
compared with that, for instance, of 
her brother in the guards or heir to 
the family estates. The young man who 
was £6.000 to the had in consequence of 
“the bankruptcy sale” of his furniture 
is a case in point. He probably lav¬ 
ished between £8,000 and £10,000 on the 
plenishing of the rooms. This is not 
much beyond the usual with young 
men of the kind. Carpets alone make a 
large hole In £1,000. Something very 
special in wall hangings is proportion¬ 
ate in cost. Each piece of furniture is 
a gem in its way. The tradesmen know 
the kind of customer they have to deal 
with and that—for the present—there 
is plenty of money. They bring forth 
their richest and rarest and not in 
vain. The high ambition of the young 
man is to “go one better” than any 
other fellow he knows in every detail 
of his surroundings. The civilized 
world is ransacked in order to provide 
him with the latest refinements of cost¬ 
ly luxuriousness in such appointments 
as bed and bath, glass, china, orna¬ 
ments, silver and dexterously shaded 
lights. His florist’s yearly bill would 
keep two or three poor families. 

As to dress, a single fact may throw 
some light on the relative values of the 
young man’s wardrobe and that of the 
smart woman. The valet of one such 
gilded youth having complained to his 
master that in his large and luxurious 
w-est end flat there was no proper ac¬ 
commodation for his clothes, the re¬ 
source of renting a second flat equally 
large for the housing of the wardrobe 
was suggested and at once adopted. A 
small room is devoted to clothes and 
brushes and certain preparations for 
the treatment of shoe and kid and boot 
leather. A larger room is given to the 
boots and shoes themselves and their 
familiar trees, and so on with the more 
Important articles of dress. Country 
clothes have spacious quarters devoted 
to them. They include riding gear, 
cricket and tennis suits, sporting get- 
up and traveling kit. Here are his 
portmanteaus aud traveling bags, an 
imposing array. A large wicker baskel 
standing among them elicits smiling 
inquiry from the interested relatives 
whom he has invited to tea and to 
whom he is showing his new “dig 
gings.” “Oh, that?” he says. “That 
basket ought to know its way to 
France alone. It goes every fortnight 
with my washing. English laundries 
ruin silk things. We tried ’em. Tore 
them to pieces and made the sheets 
yellow in no time.” 

“Silk sheets?” 

“Oh, yes! No one ever has any oth¬ 
er now’.” 

“And you send this huge basketful 
once a fortnight?” 

“Every week,” he corrects us. “One 
is on its way hack now.” 

It is interesting to see the young 
men of the day at our smart restau¬ 
rants, each seated alone at one of the 
tables, intent on doing himself thor¬ 
oughly well. His whole mind seems 
occupied with the menu and Its com¬ 
ponent parts. 

In a novel written by a man the 
opening chapter shows us a ruined 


youth leaving London for Monte Carlo. 
He gives the guard 5 shillings to keep 
the rest of the world out of his first 
class carriage and regards with satis¬ 
faction three small hampers with which 
he has provisioned himself for the 
Journey. One contains his dinner for 
that evening, another his luncheon for 
the next day, and the third holds the 
wine that is to accompany these two 
meals and a neat contrivance by the 
help of which he makes himself a 
cup of superlatively excellent after 
dinner coffee. He has left London to 
escape his creditors. 

Such is the golden youth of our day. 
He denies himself nothing, and his ex¬ 
penditure upon the luxuries of exist¬ 
ence far exceeds that of the most ex¬ 
travagant of the women of the fash¬ 
ionable world.—London Queen. 

THE GOLF BALL 

How Gravity Is Foiled In Its Flight 
Through the Air. 

Professor Petrie Guthrie Tait bad lit¬ 
tle skill at golf, but a vast deal at sci¬ 
ence. Among the many problems to 
which he applied his genius were some! 
concerning that apparently simple 
thing, the flight of a golf ball. And 
here he found difficulties so baffling 
that, though he worked over them for 
years aud called on other scientists for 
assistance, many mysteries still re¬ 
mained. One question that he solved, 
how’ever, is of curious interest. 

The force of gravity is the one force 
w’e know’ as most constant and inevita¬ 
ble. To defeat gravity is almost to 
suspend one of nature’s laws. In his 
investigations Professor Tait suddenly 
became aw’are that gravity w r as de¬ 
feated by the golf ball. The fact ad¬ 
mitted no doubt. On timing the flight 
of the ball he discovered that it re¬ 
mained in the air almost twice as long 
as it should have under the influence of 
gravity. Thus, with gravity acting as 
usual on other things, a drive of 200 
yards w’ould be completed in three 
and a half seconds. A thrown ball, 
for example, describing the same tra¬ 
jectory, would remain in the air only 
that length of time. The golf ball in 
passing over that 200 yards floated se¬ 
renely through the air for six and a 
half seconds. 

It was clear, then, that in some man¬ 
ner the gravity was thwarted. Pro¬ 
fessor Tait attacked the problem of 
the means, and in the end he solved it. 
After searching long he found the 
cause of the prolonged flight in the ro¬ 
tation given to the ball by the club’s 
impact. The secret lay in the manner 
of the stroke from the tee. 

The first principle of the explanation 
Is in the simple fact that an object 
poised in the air has an equal atmos¬ 
pheric pressure on it at all points. The 
second principle is that when a sphere 
rotates in a current of air the side of 
the sphere which is advancing to meet 
the current is subjected to greater 
pressure than is that side which is 
moving in the direction of the current. 
To illustrate, when the golfer slices his 
ball it is made to spin in such fashion 
that its front side is constantly in 
movement to the right. Therefore the 
pressure of the air is greater on the 
left side than on the right, and the ball 
curves to the right. When the ball is 
pulled, the operation is reversed, and 
the flight bends away to the left. So if 
the ball is topped the spinning direc¬ 
tion of the front is downward. Thus the 
pull of gravity is aided and the flight 
is swiftly cheeked. But every properly 
driven ball receives an undercut. By 
the underspin thus imparted the front 
side of the ball is made to spin up¬ 
ward; the added pressure is from be¬ 
low’ and is in consequence directly op¬ 
posed to gravity. The result is a flight 
sustained, but little less than twice as 
long as it would be w’ithout this under¬ 
spin. Moreover. Professor Tait demon¬ 
strated that w’ithout this undercut 
when driving the hall would travel 
only about half its usual distance. 

The ordinary golfer is quite unaware 
that he gives any uuderspiu to his best 
drives, but he does. Without the un¬ 
dercut his driving would be a continu¬ 
ous failure.—Chicago Record-Herald. 

The Significance of Small Duties. 

Don’t object that your duties are so 
insignificant. They are to he reckoned 
of infinite significance and alone im¬ 
portant to you.

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THE RACCOON. 


In Ita Habits This Animal Greatly Re. 
sembles the Bear. 

A coon seems to be a composite ani¬ 
mal. made up of parts of bear, fisher 
and monkey, with considerable devil 
thrown in for luck, says a writer in 
Forest and Stream. He can use his 
fore paws as handily as a monkey, and 
what he cannot undo with his hands 
he can gnaw off with his teeth. As 
Miss Murfree—Charles Egbert Craddock 
—says in one of her stories, he has “a 
great deal of head stuffing.” Any one 
who disbelieves in original sin had bet¬ 
ter keep a raccoon for a pet or try 
trapping one. 

In captivity raccoons are very clean¬ 
ly, often washing their hands and al¬ 
ways washing every kind of food ex¬ 
cept eggs before eating. They know 
all about eggs without any teach¬ 
ing. One will take a hen’s egg and, 
lying on his back, will toss it up and 
catch it as if it were a ball until, be¬ 
coming tired of this amusement, he 
will hold it in the left hand and by 
tapping it lightly with one nail will 
drill a small hole in one end and then 
suck the contents. Its holding ca¬ 
pacity is considerable, as I have known 
a tame one which got loose to kill a 
sitting hen and suck thireen eggs. In 
this case thirteen was an unlucky 
number for the owner of the hen. 

Raccoons love the vicinity of water, 
where they catch frogs and pick up 
some dead fish. In their habits they 
greatly resemble bears, and, like bears, 
they eat any kind of flesh or fish and 
most sorts of berries, nuts and grain; 
but, unlike bears, they do not remain 
steadily In their dens, but often, at 
any time in winter when there is a 
warm spell or a thaw, they will come 
out and travel for miles, sometimes go¬ 
ing into open water to dig for frogs.

One of the 
most comical sights I ever saw was a 
large coon caught by both fore feet in a 
beaver trap. He was standing on his 
bind feet, turning the trap first one 
wry and then another, seeming to be 
studying what it was that bad caught 
him.

There are few of us who 
do not suffer from accumulations of 
old letters, paid and unpaid bills, bus 
and tram tickets, theater vouchers and 
miscellaneous odds and ends. 

We change our flotsam and jetsam 
from one suit of clothes to another, for 
we are not happy without unnecessary 
fragments of paper. 

I once knew a man who carried an 
amazing assortment of useless things 
in his pockets. He always had a lump 
of chalk, a piece of string, a small 
ivory inch rule, a penknife, a pencil 
and a pair of compasses. 

In his pocketbook he carried stamps, 
sticking plaster, telegraph forms and 
pins. Another man I know always car¬ 
ries half a dozen silver cigar cases 
shaped like torpedoes with one cigar in 
each. 

Some men have a mania for carry¬ 
ing enormous bunches of keys. They 
do not use more than two of them ev¬ 
ery day, but they are not happy unless 
they have a key for everything they 
have ever owned. When they lose 
their keys, it is a tragedy. 

I sometimes wonder why the chan¬ 
cellor of the exchequer does not im¬ 
pose a pocket tax.

TO MOM PLANET 

Power It Would Take to Raise 
the Earth One Foot. 

THE WEIGHT OF THE GLOBE. 


It H as Been Calculated to Be Some 
Six Million Million Tons—What 
Would Happen if the Earth Should 
Come to a Sudden Standstill. 

It is not generally known that the 
rotundity of the earth and its move¬ 
ment were known long before Coper¬ 
nicus and Galilei. Thus. Aristotle 
says, "almost ail those who claim to 
have studied heaven in its uniformity 
declare that the earth is in the center, 
but the philosophers of the Italian 
school, otherwise the Pythagoreans, 
teach entirely the contrary. In this 
opinion the center is occupied by fire 
and the earth is only a star, which by 
a circular movement round the same 
center produces night and day.” 

The ft Mowing Greek philosophers be 
lievetl in the rotundity of the earth: 
Pythagoras of Samos. Anaximander. 
Nicetas of Syracuse, Heraelides of 
Pontus. Ari tarchus of Samos, Sele- 
nous and i phantus. Heraelides and 
Ecphantus admitted that the earth 
moved only upon its own axis, the 
diurnal movement. The Pythagoreans 
held that each star was a world, hav¬ 
ing its own atmosphere, with an im¬ 
mense extent of ether surrounding it. 
Many centuries before Copernicus 
wrote his work on "The Revolution of 
the Heavenly Bodies.” which was 
about 1512 A. D., the Jewish cabalistic 
book, called “Zokar.” stated as to the 
cosmography of the universe: 

“In the book of Hammannuah the 
Old we learn through extended expla¬ 
nation that the earth turns upon itself 
in the form of a circle; that some are 
on top. the others below; that all crea¬ 
tures change in aspect, following the 
manner of each place, keeping, how¬ 
ever. in the same position. But there 
are some countries of the earth that 
are lightened while others are in dark¬ 
ness. These have the day when for 
the former it is night, and there are 
countries in which it is constantly day 
or in which at least the night contin¬ 
ues only some instants. These secrets 
were made known to the men of the 
secret science, but not to the geogra¬ 
phers.” 

Maimonides (1190 A. D.) held that 
the earth had the form of a globe; that 
It was inhabited at both extremities of 
a certain diameter; that the inhabit¬ 
ants had their heads toward heaven 
and their feet toward each other, yet 
they did not fall off. 

In India at a very early period the 
astronomer Arya-bhata (born A. I). 
47G) held to the opinion that the earth 
revolved upon its own axis. It Is 
known that the Chaldeans at a very 
ancient period calculated with certain¬ 
ty eclipses of the moon and closely ap 
proximated the time of eclipses of the 
sun. I)r. Schlegel gives the great an¬ 
tiquity of 18,000 years to the Chinese 
astronomical sphere. 

Though astronomy affords the means 
of determining with great precision 
the relative masses of (he earth, the 
moon and all the planets, it does not 
enable us to determine the absolute 
mass of any heavenly body in units of 
the weights used on earth. To deter¬ 
mine the absolute mass of the globe its 
mean density must be known. airM this 
is something about which direct obser¬ 
vation can give no information, as we 
cannot penetrate more than an insig¬ 
nificant distance into the earths inte¬ 
rior. The most probable mean density , 
of the earth is 5.6—that is, the earth is ! 
5.6 times as heavy as a ball of pure 
water of the same size. From this and ! 
similar estimates the weight of the i 
globe has been calculated to he six mil- 
ion million tons. 

Archimedes, the greatest ancient ge- } 
ometer, is accredited with the saying, 
“Give me where I may stand, and I | 
will move the world!” With a lever of 
sntHeient length this task might possi¬ 
bly he accomplished. But let us see j 
what It would require to accomplish it 
with the forces at our command. The 
weight of the globe has been calculat¬ 
ed to be six million million tous. 

To move this weight one foot a steam 
engine of 10,000 horsepower would 
have to work incessantly for a period 
of seventy thousand millions of years. 
During this time the engine would use 
up forty million million quarts of wa- | 
ter, a quantity sufficient to cover the 
whole globe 500 feet high. Now, as to 
the fuel consumed by the engine, if its 
boiler was good and working econom¬ 
ically it would require four thousand 
million tons of coal to feed it during 
the seventy thousand million years. 
To ship such a quantity of coal by rail¬ 
way it would take two hundred thou¬ 
sand million cars of a capacity of 
twenty tons each. These cars, when 
placed in a line, would form a train so 
long as to encompass the earth forty- 
five times, and if this train should 


move with a velocity of twenty-five 
miles an hour it would take it five mil¬ 
lion years before it could traverse the 
distance of its own length. 

This calculation shows that the globe 
rests pretty firmly in the place assign¬ 
ed to it by nature and how difficult 
| would be the task suggested by the 
! great mathematician. 

It is known what happens when a 
; rapidly running train comes to a sud- 
j den standstill. We are thrown for- 
! ward in the direction of its motion. 

I The same result would follow the sud- 
! den stopping of the earth’s motion, 
only on a much larger scale. Every¬ 
thing on its surface would be. hurled 
Into space with a velocity hundreds of 
times as great as that of the swiftest 
express train. 

But we should have hardly the time 
to realize this somersault into space be¬ 
cause of the other immediate result— ! 
viz. the transformation of the earth’s 
motion into a heat so intense as to j 
j raise the temperature of the air by 
hundreds of degrees, turn seas, lakes i 
and rivers into steam and instantly 
consume forests, buildings and cities. 
And men and animals would instau- : 
taneously perish from the mere breath¬ 
ing of the hot air. and their corpses 
would he incinerated in the general 
conflagration. in short, the result j 
w ould be a tragedy such as is depicted ! 
by St. Peter for the judgment day. 

Scientists have jiiven the tempera-' 
ture which one would feel when pene¬ 
trating to the center of the globe. To j 
obtain this estimate of heat they had j 
to confine themselves to simple oh-; 
serrations on the rise of temperature 
in mine shafts. Geologists believed 
that the mean temperature of the i 
earth increased by 1 degree with 
every hundred feet of descent. With 
these figures for a b sis they calculated ! 
that the meau heat of the central nu¬ 
cleus must he 4.520 degrees F. 

This was good mu (hematics, but in¬ 
correct, for observations made in Ne¬ 
vada with instruments of great pre- i 
cision showed that the heat of the 
central nucleus was much greater. 
For the experiment of 1897 a silver 
mine was selected, and there they 
found that at 2.500 feet under the 
earth’s surface the air showed a tem¬ 
perature of 94 degrees F. and the wa¬ 
ter of 120 degrees. In the vicinity, at 
Yellow Jack shaft, the mine reaches a 
depth of 3.000 feet, and the thermome¬ 
ter shows constantly 139 degrees F., so 
that miners cannot work there for j 
more than fifteen minutes at a stretch. ! 
The works In the Simplon showed like¬ 
wise an uncommon subterranean heat, I 
and the calculations justify an assump¬ 
tion for the central nucleus of a tem¬ 
perature of 680,000 to 700,000 degrees, ; 
the same as is assumed of the sun.— 
Leon Landsberg iu Chicago Record 
Herald.

A Chaotic Child. 

Surely the mystery of life was great¬ 
er than the mystery of death in the 
case of a five-months-old child which* 
lias been the subject of an inquest at 
Battersea. It had what the doctor 
calls “drumstick” fingers and toes, its 
heart was on the right side instead of 
the left, the position of the lungs was 
reversed, the aorta curved down the 
right side instead of the left, there was 
no spleen, the liver was on the wrong 
side, and there was no division be¬ 
tween the two chambers of the heart, 
while the artery which should have 
supplied the lungs with blood was clos- j 
ed, the blood passing through a com¬ 
munication between the aorta and the 
remaining portion of the pulmonary ar¬ 
tery. With all this jumbled anatomy 
the child lived, and the medical evi¬ 
dence proved that its death was not 
directly due to the disarranged organs, 
hut to an attack of bronchitis. Still, 
death came mercifully, for the medical 
view was that if the little one had 
lived until it could stand it would have 
died of heart disease. That it breathed 
at all proves the tenacity of life and 
forms a comment on the vast sacrifice 
of healthily constituted children which 
annually results from negligence.—Pall 
Mall Gazette.

QUEER BOUNDARIES. 

The 10 o’Clock Line Was Suggested by 
the Indians. 

The most original and primitive way 
of marking a boundary was probably 
that of Queen Dido and her colony 
when they stipulated, before the found¬ 
ing of Carthage, for as much land as 
could be inclosed by a bull’s bide. All 
tribes belonging to the infancy of 
civilization have like peculiar modes 
of reckoning. 

From a point near the mouth of the 
Mland river extends northwest through 
Indiana a boundary known as the 
“10 o’clock line.” This is one limit of 
an Indian grant- When the tribe had 
agreed to cede a portion of their terri¬ 
tory to the whites a meeting was held 
for the purpose of marking out the 
ground. A surveyor was present and 
had mounted his compass and tele¬ 
scope on a tripod. The head man of 
the tribe went up to the instruments, 
stared steadily at them for awhile, 
grunted and returned to the circle 
about the council fire. Not a word 
was spoken by any one. Soon another 
Indian arose, walked sedately to the 
Instruments, gravely examined them, 
grunted and returned to his place by 
the fire. This example was followed 
by half a dozen others, after which a 
short consultation was held. 

The chief then approached the white 
men. “That what Indian know,” he 
said, drawing a small circle on the 
ground with a stick. “That what 
white man kuotv,” drawing a larger 
circle round the first. “This what no¬ 
body know,” he added, pointing to 
what lay without the last circle. 
“White man know that,” indicating 
the instrument. “Indian not know it. 
Indian know the sun. He never cheat. 
Film always same. Him throw shad¬ 
ow. Indian give white man land one 
side.” 

After long consultation it was de¬ 
cided that a line drawn in the direc¬ 
tion in which the sun would cast a 
shadow from an agreed point at 10 
o’clock should be made the boundary, 
the white man taking the land on one 
side and the Indians keeping that on 
the other. The other boundaries of 
the concession were those of the origi¬ 
nal territory of the tribe, supplemented 
by water courses and other objects. 

Such lines have been frequently used 
in concluding bargains with the In¬ 
dians and have become known as “10 
o’clock lines.”—Minneapolis Journal.
